Dick Church, N4ARO, (ex W6IMD), reports that ham activity in the Oak Ridge area 
is HIGH. There is a very active club with over 100 members which meets twice 
each month, Two hamfests were held in the Oak Ridge/Knoxville area this summer 
with approximately 2000 hams attending each onee There is also an active DX 
contingent which meets monthly. The DX group is planning a DXpedition to Antigua 
(VP2A??) from February 28 through March 4, 1980, operating all bands, both CW and 
SSB. Further information may appear in QSR prior to departure, or drop a note to 
Dick at ORT-1. 


The club call is W4SKH and was activated during the Delta Division QSO party on 
September 29-30, racking up a FB score. The club also operated four stations 
during Field Day and placed 7th out of 162 competitors in the 4A category. 
Several of the Oak Ridge Ops, including N4ARO, participated in the California 
QSO party on October 6 and 7. Each of the local Ops averaged around 60-70 
California contacts during the contest. Sadly, W6TRW nor any of the other TRW 
club members were heard at N4ARO (operating 20 and 15 cw). 


Local repeater activity is very satisfactory with many repeaters located on very 
high mountain tops aroudn the area which provide excellent coverages The club 
repeater operates on the popular 28/88 split.

"WOODPECKER" 


Below is a couple of paragraphs taken from a letter to Herb Gleed concerning his 
complaint to Julian C. Dixon about the woodpeckers interferense. 


As you know, the World Administrative Radio Conference will be meeting this month 
in Geneva to discuss communication-related issues. Both the Soviet Union and the 
United States will be represented, and according to the State Department, the use 
of the over-the-horizon radar will be discussed. Hopefully, these diplomatic 
discussions will yield a solution. 


At present, Congress is not in a position to dictate to the Soviet Union how they 
use their radar system. However, this is an issue which is of concern to me, and 
I will closely follow events relating to radar interference in the future. I have 
indicated to the State Department my hope that a resolution will be obtained in 
Genevae 


I will again check with the State Department later this month regarding this 
issue. You will then be informed of any developments. 


Please feel free to contact me on other issues 
before Congress.
